An unidentified ^>eaker aade the following introduc- 
tory coianents: 

**The following tape recording is that of the 
address toade by ABBIE HOFFMAN at the University of 
Oklahoma on Thursday the 29th of April, 1971, The 
first thirty seconds of his conaents were not 
recorded. They consisted primarily of a negation 
hy HOFFMAN of the invitation to speak from the 
speaker's stand. He preferred to address the crowd 
standing in the orchestra pit.** 

Hoffman's comments are as follows:

There 're already thousands cf young people in 
Washington. This Saturday and Sux^y will be a 
48-hour rock concert, them are over thirty rock 
groups, ARLO GUTHRIE, PETER, PAUl. and MARY, MOTHER

BROWN Just axmounced two days ago that he was going 
to go there and play and there should be somewhere 
upwards of 100,000 people supporting and celebrating 
the People's Peace Treaty that's been signed by 
people throughout this country and throughout 
Vietnam, and indeed In fact throughout the world, 
because people throughout the world see the war In 
Vietnam and U. S. iiiq;>erialism as a world problem.

no coincidence that she has been an active orgai^zer 
and we have heard that the FBI plans to arrest a 
number of people. They have been kicking In doors, 
they have been putting guns under the chins of 
people, they have been offering loads of rewards to 
people to turn in their brothers and sisters, not 
the kind of stuff you see EFREM 2IMBALIST carrying 
out every Sunday night (illegible). (Voice from 
background: 'Tell us something we don't know 
already,*) I ain't got nothii^g you don't Imow. 
(illegible) Vhat are you here for? (illegible) 

“There are nuc^r of - there are things we can 
do. First of all, we have to begin to understend 
that the Vietnamizatlon progrem Is Just a racist 
policy of seeing to It that non-white people, ten 
to one, die instead of white people and %re have got 
to guard against that and we are gonna say that. 
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you know, ve just don*t want to see this war brought 
to a speedy conclusion, you know, and the troops 
hotne. Ve want to see a goverxsaent in Southeast Asia, 
in Vietnam, that is representative of the needs of 
the people and that contributes to the welfare and 
the general well being of the people In that entire 
area. That is idiat we want to see and we have to

Washington that have contributed to the defaioation 
of eighteen per cent of the arable land In Vietnam, 
that have turned it from an exporter of rice into 
an Icporter of rice, you see, that have totally 
and barbarically, youlnow, defoliated the land and 
tried to kill all the people. They realize that 
they can’t defeat the Viet Cong or the Pathet Lao 
or the Cambodians or the North Vietnamese or any of 
those heroic people militarily, so they can’t defeat 
the fish that swim in the sea, so they attempt to 
drain the sea. jtod we have to understand that the 
people who are responsible for that kind of insti- 
tuional violence ere gonna be the people that are 
gonna have to be the defendants in the war crimes 
of the future. And it’s not gonna be Lieutenant 
CAILEY, he is the scapegoat, his hands are in 
blood, you know, but you shoot somebody point blank, 
you know, it is some existential thing you have to 
think about it and you have to confront it. But 
in Vietnam, the latest tactic is planting a radio 
detective, they drop them from planes and they pick 
up sounds of life within a half-mile or mile radius, 
water buffalo, child crying, Viet Cong, makes no 
distinction, and radios this information to an air- 
plane 50,000 feet high in the sly, which inmediatelv 
cables this Information to a coisputer in the Seventh

you know, none touched by human hands, and the 
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bocdaixigt total botsbiog saturation for a two-mlla 
radius In the countryside of Vietnam vlthln ten 
Boinutes and the tdiole war Is automated and %re have 
to put ourselves In the positions of our brothers 
and sisters who are Vietnam people and If we truly 
believe In a global village , they are our brothers 
and sisters, and thev walk out of a hut In their 
simple village and they look up and all they see, 
all they see %rith technology is death* 

**We were in Paris Just three weeks ago talking 
with the Vietnamese and we wanted to use the tape 
recorder and one of the people had, one of the 
sisters had a camera, you Imow, and all of a sud- 
den you could see the people getting a little 
edgv and then they ran it down to us* They said 
in North Vietnam they had six tape recorders. 
Everything we see about technology, every time 
socoebody outs in a plug, every time somebody uses 
the word ^electricity,*^ every time somebody talks 
of media, every time (illegible) the people are 
talking of death, you knov;, and that’s the unfortu- 
nate part about this war, that it’s shown that 
great technology, you know, as well as serving 
people can be used to exterminate people and this 
country has perfected it, you know, arid taken It 
one step beyond the Nazis, because we don’t even 
respond to it. A million people killed and people 

’Well, bombing’s part of war, that’s the way 
it goes, youkiow, * ana they learn that they can 
revise the movies, you Isiow, and not stick people 
in ovens and concentration camps, that’s ba5 pTr*, 
you know, fortunately the Nazis didn’t have Madison 
Avenue to use terms like protective reactive strike 
and saturation bombing and things like that. 

’’And you look at MELVIN LAIRD, you look at 
Ceneral MITCHELL, you look at President AGNEW, and 
3 ^ look^at these people and you say they’re 
xeasonable, they’re rational, they’re responsible 
people, you know* They’re not violent, they’re not 
crazy, you know, like the hippies and Ylppies and 
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blacks and Indians and evexything. But ve have got 
to wash those s^hs out of our minds and begin to 
see those so-called reasonable, responsible, rational 
people that run the banks, that run this mlverslty, 
that run the Government, and you look around 
you know*, you ve ses< one Board of Trustees, you've 
seen them all« 

”So we hope you come to Washington and if you 
don't, we hope you'll sign the Feople's Peace Treaty 
and declare peace and live it, and*^ start to build 
new society, a new nation, you know, that rejects 
the values and the institutions, the con^etitbn 
the greed and the brutality of a decadent racist 
en^>ire tmose days have come, and like the dinosaurs 
of old, the Philistines in V/ashlngton, we go down 
there, we'll be joyously dancing on their graves, 
because we know Ehelr days have come. We &iow we 
can whli"> them in court rooms - we can whi^ them in 
the street and whip them right in their own office 
buildix3gs, right in their ovm nests, and I hope 
you can swipe a plane or something and come on 
down. If you can't make it, you might come out on 
May 5, you know, and go on strike in this nursery 
school, you know, and join the nationwide student 
strike on May fifth, you know. But all the dates, 
the dates axe just high points in a, in an organizer's

"We're, we got some bread from last night's 
rappln* goes to a radio station that we started 
called WPA5C, a group of us in New York; and we 
noticed for a long time there's been a tremendous 
comamicatlon gap in the information broadcast by

world that will play them two hours a day for 
servicemen and servicewomen overseas; and we think 
that if we are gonna affect U, S, foreign policy, 
we've got to reach the people in the front* line's 
that are carryin* it out and any day now before

and certain liberated stations in the south 
JIMMIE HENDRIX sings the Star Spangled Banner and 
a new nation is on the air^ live, a nd It's gonna 
be cool and If there's a group of radio freaks here 

knowi cotoe up and I'^ll tell you idiere to send the 
tapes. Tapes come from all over the country, from 
people's groups, JOHN UEWJON, YOKO ONO, did original 
tape. Just sent It to us last week, go^ raps like 
that. Stuff goln' on, you know, that they won't 
play. The codnanication gap Is somethin* fierce.

of Laos occurred that they were even infoxmed that 
siich an Invasion v&s occurrin* .

... "Well, I did write one, cause they're all sellln' 
like hot cartes, you know, and all these publishers 
were diggin' foe. I sat do\m after the trial and tried 
to write a book that nobody would publish, and it 
took me about eight months, and I did It. It's a 
romantic love ballad callea "Fearless F — - (obscene)," 
Says it right on the cover, you ain't ref errin' to 
the last one, had on the back. See, yeah, see, I 
did the one had on the back, you know, when I ves in 
Jail cause at Random House, you know, they were gettln* 
all these letters so they took it off, you know, and 
I “ knw- p— (obscene) on BENNEIT 
CERF's desk. (Illegible) So then they put it back. 
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You know, there 've been eight printings of that book. 
(Illegible) And if you look at it, you'll see every 
art edition has ‘'Fearless F— (obscene)*' on the 
back and every evening edition has not, you can 
just like trace my steps, you know, running up to 
Bandom House and so 1 figured it was doing so good 
I'd put it on the cover and thirty publishers rejected 
the book, and you know, they just couldn’t believe 
it. You know, they lust couldn't believe that I 
would write a book that they wouldn't publish, you 
know, and it was no mean feat, you know. People 
said things like, 'this book will end free speech,' 
you knoi^, and stuff like that. But X published it 
myself. Most book stores in the country won't 
carry it, (Illegible) Nobody will accept that. 

It's how to rip off everything in the country. 

It's how to live and survive as outlaws and there's 
lots of neat, you know, ways, how to forge credit 
cards, counterfeit money, got good stuff in it, 
you know," 

(Unidentified voice from audience; "Is there 
an excerpt from that in *Ran5)arts* ?V) 

"Yeah, There was a hunk of It." 

(Unidentified Voice from audience; "What do you 
do with the bread from your books?”) 

*'Well - which book, "Revolution (illegible)?* 

I got 25 grand, was five times the most I ever had 
in vay life, I ever accumulated in one spot and I’ 
turned over (illegible) committEe to defend the 
Panthers for bail, for one of the Panthers (illegible). 
Guilt money. I'm not so sure (illegible) 1 should 
be giving the money for bail, you know, but vaost of 
the money, imfortunately, goes to keep us out of 
prison. The trial In Chicago cost like $380,000, 
you know. Twice as much as the movies. But in 
fact, the Government has its forces totally mobilized. 
They kno\^ we don't keep the money in Swiss banks, 
see, and that's why, for example, all the money that 
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we ^ave to the Chicago Conspiracy Trial, you know, 
from like %re used to go around and give speeches, 
that's how we raised the money, and we gave the 
money to the Chicago Conspiracy Trial and now, 
the IRS claims that ve can't do that and they 
charge us personal income tax, $110,000 for the 
whole trial, so, like the IRS - I mew the FBI, 1 
mean, they ain't Into nothin*. I mean, EFREh 
zn^ALIST is their best Agent. Let's face It, you 

know. And the IRS, they got their b (obscene) 

together and Amy Intelligence (illegible) you 
know, they don't understand the whole thing that's 

§ oing on. I mean* They can't catch Weadermen and 
eatnerwwneni you know, they all look alike, 
they all (illegible) clap, they all got halitosis, 
they (illegible) take baths, ail f— (obscene) 
in the same room, the music's too loud, et cetera, 
et cetera. Cultural revolution is, you build 
cultural revolution so the fish that live as 
outlaws and revolutionaries can swim In this 
hairy sea and then they can't find them. It's 
always done that way. There's no other kind of 
revolution except cultural revolution." 

(Unidentified voice from audiences ”Do you 
have anything more to say about BUD WILKINSON since 
you did last night?") 

"I don't know. Is he around here? This is 
the place that put him on the map. Yeah. He's a 
monument. A living monument to l^rlca's past. 
Yeah. Well, I doirt know, (illegible) He's okay. 
What can you say? It's not wout individuals, 
you know. It's about, well - (illegible)*" 

(Unidentified voice from audiences "who's 
the Presidential candidate?") 

"Actually, the ^estion about bread is really 
the only valid question even asked. What did you 
say?" 
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(Unidentified voice from audience; ”I asked 
Who* 8 your next Presidential candidate?**) 

, "I don^t knowj but we^^lan to go^ to the 
EepubllCan Convention In *7^, We*ve been f orally 
Invited* We hear they are gonna hold it in Nozman» 
though. It*s the only safe place. The only 
Republicans left live here."

"It keeps me busy and it's a lot* Before 1 
decided to overthrow the Government, I was assis- 
tant sales director, a salesman, you know, with a 
white picket fence and a house and a lawn mover 
you know, in suburbia, with two life insurazce 
policies. I didn't find it a very rewarding life, 
so I, you know, bugged out and went to Mississippi 
and learned things that I didn't learn at school, 
sO| yeah, X think 5t*s a good Ilfs* Teah* Ws 
aim to turn our six or seven year old kids because 
by the time they get your age and get into college, 
you know, they are already brainwashed too much. 
Because in college, you learn things that nothing 
can - you can't do nothing, (illeclble) the f— 
(obscene) up. (illegible). Well, that's groovy. 
Lots of people are cynical in college. It makes 
you that way," 
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(Unidentified voice from audience: ”I*in 
not comical. I Just vaxit to know what yoii!re doing 
that needs to be done. You* re sitting here talking 
to a bunch of people who agree with you.") 

"1*11 tell you soEoethlng. Sotoeone called me 
up at two a.m. in the morning last night he 
' didn't agree at all. In fact, we had to move 
pretty quick. 1*11 tell you, that would be weird 
you know, cause people in Oklahoma agreed. 
(Illegible), but it's possible, Z mean, there are 
things that I don’t understand. Seventy-five per 
cent of the people now favor imaedlate withdrawal 
from Vietnam in the country, according to the 
polls, and yet the Government doesn't move. Well, 
you know. I’m saying that, you know, it has to 
go beyond this, you know, petty little dialogue 
here, the people have to begin to move. That 
they can't learn any of the things that I wrote 
about in that book, about swiping, about living 
as an outlaw, about creating radical change in 
this cotmtry unless they do It, The only way you 
know what a pear tastes like is take a bite, th&t 
mao's famous rock group from the ^st. And 
revolution is the same way. If you want to know 
about it, you have to get in and work vjlth the 
struggle, to work with the contradictions, you 
know, and fight and you can do It right, you can 
do it here in Oklahoma. JULIUS HOFFMAN Is the 
judge dovm the street. Eveiy political trial 
at Chicago takes place every day here. Because 
all trials are political. It just takes a lawyer 
with certain kind of vision, you know, to see it 
as a political trial and it takes certain kinds of 
people who identify and recognize that all trials 
are political, you know, and that the institutions 
of the courts are not there for Justice, but are 
there to protect the power and property of people 
who already have it, and you start looking around 
like that and (illegible) all the early misfits, 
you know, we were taught in schools, we can start to 
struggle, you know, wc got to do it. (Illegible ques 
tlon asked in audience.) Huh? I've got the flu, so.
